Cases Come Up February 1. 


Rome, Dec. 31.—A lengthy memor­ 
ial, signed by over .10,000 Itai'an rail­ 
road 
workmen, 
members 
of 
the 
Amalgamated SocHdy of Italian Rail­ 
way Emidoyes, will be presented to 
the government tomorrow, demanding 
the concession of an eight-hour day j 
and one entire day’s rest weekly in 
A 
all denartments of the service. 
Accompanying the 
petition is an 
ultimatum, allowing r.arliameiit three 
months in 
wiiich to open 
negotia­ 
tions with the men for a redress of 
their grievances, and an additional 
three months in which to put the re­ 
forms into effect. 
If these demands are not complied 
w’ith, officials of 
the 
Amalgamated 
society declare that they wih call a 
general strike, wffiich will tie up ev­ 
ery railroad line in Italy. 
In an interview* in a Rome newspa­ 
per, Signor Italo Giannini, head of the 
railroad mr'ii’s union, declares that 
the roads are being mismanagevl and 
that the men are so overwor’« \el and 
the conditions of their labor so ar­ 
duous that the sick 
list 
av« ^rages 
twenty days for each man annually. 
In the agitation twm years agcf for a 
shorter wmrkday and better concSl- 
tions of labor, most of the office em­ 
ployes. telegraph operators and sta ­ 
tion agents were against the men, but 
since that time practically the en­ 
tire clerical staffs of all roads have 
joined the union and are now work­ 
ing with the other employes in the 
endeavor k> effect reforms. 
The actu'rJ l working day of train 
crews 
on 
Italian railways is now 
twelve hours a day, but it is not infre­ 
quent for men to be required to work 
from fourteen to eighteen hours at a 
stretch. 
The 
men 
are 
paid only foi the 
schedule time of their runs, luit as 
trains are nearly always several hours 
behind time, owing to poor executive 
management 
and 
inferior 
rolling 
stock, the workmen are paid for only 
a portion of the time actually em­ 
ployed ill fulfilling their duties.

The cost of maintaining the Mo- 
liamedan mosques, which the French 
government assumed at the time of 
the conquest of Algeria,

K IN D OF COWS TO KEEP. 


Rais e Them Yours elf and Be Sure of 
Their Milk-Giv ing Capacity . 


It is not sufficient to have a certain 
number of cows. 
They should be 
adapted to the work—dairy cow's, not 
beef animals, that can only produce 
sufflcjent milk to raise a veal calf. 
Such cows are not the most profitable 
ones to keep. Aim to raise your own 
cow^s, ^hen 
through 
selection 
and 
breeding the producing capacity of 
your herd can be increased. 
If you do not feel equal to the ex­ 
pense, cooperate with your neighbor 
and purchase a good dairy sire. The 
influence of a good siro towards im­ 
proving the quality of stock, especial­ 
ly where grades are 
kept, is 
very 
marked. 
Lay your plans for a silo at jiisi as 
early a date as possible. 
The silo has 
come to be recognized as one of the 
most important buildings on the dairy 
farm. 
Care should be taken not to feed 
cows food capable of imparting ob 
jectionable odors or flavors to cream. 
Turnips 
and 
ether 
strcniHLivo"ed 
foods can only be led immediatel’y 
after milking, but it is better not to 
feed such foods to dairy cows. 
It is 
not necessary and it Is too risky.

Washington, Dec., 81.—At midnight 
Uncle Sam will wish the whole w'oiid 
a joyous New Year. At midnight and 
at one, two and three o’clock tomor­ 
row morning, corresponding to the dif­ 
ference in time between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, the time signal in- 
slrnnient in the United’ States naval 
observatory will tick out a happy 
greeting to the people of the United 
States and of other nations. 
These New Year messages of Uncle 
Sam 
are 
received, not only in all 
} arts of the United' States, but all 
over Europe, Asia, 
Africa, 
Central 
and South America and Australia. 
In 
the past, the signals have been re­ 
ceived in Sydney-, Australia, in Cape

V’ashington time, the message will 
be flashed to San Francisco and other 
Pacific coast iKilnts. 
When it is mid­ 
night in Washington, it is 1 p. m. the 


1 exi day in Manila. 
The first of these New Year mes­ 
sages was sent out by

four years ago, and have since been 
lepeated every year.

PARASITES VS. W H IT E GRUB. 


What Illinois Ex pert Has Dis cov ored 
Concerning Work of Former. 


The Illinois state entomologist. Dr. 
S. A. Porbes, of Urbana, has done 
much in studying the parasites that 
destroy the white grub, and the fol­ 
lowing items from bis office indicate 
something of the beginning that has 
been made in solving one of the vital 
and urgent problems of the farmer. 
The common grub wasp (Tiphia) is 
much the most important insect ene­ 
my of the white grub. It is a slender, 
jet-black insect, usually two-thirds of 
an inch long, with w'ings either clear 
or tinged with dusky yellow. 
It enters the ground in search of the 
grubs, follows them up in their bur 
rows and lays on the back of each 
grub a single egg, w'hich hatches into 
a footless maggot-like larva w'hich ad­ 
heres to the surface of the grub, punc­ 
tures its skin, and « ucks its blood for 
a time, but finally eats it up. 
These maggots have been known to 
destroy, 
under 
favorable 
circum­ 
stances, the entire grub population of 
a badly infested field. The method of 
this insect and the main facts of its 
life history have been worked out in 
Dr. Rorbes’ insectary the past tw'o 
years by J . J . Davis and J . A. West, 
from cocoons and infested grubs sent 
in by E. O. G. Kelly from fields at El 
licott. 111. 
The wasp attacks the grub and a 
violent struggle ensues until the for 
mer 
stings 
her 
prey, 
temporarily 
paralyzing it, and then smears a viscid 
fluid upon the back of the grub not 
far behind the head, and deposits her 
egg on this sticky surface. 
The operation occupies several min 
utes and 1ms been fully observed a 
number of times. Several white grubs 
found in the field had these parasites 
on the under side of the body between 
the thoracic legs. 
The egg hatches in seven to ten 
days and it takes the maggot about 
two weeks to get its full growth. 
It 
doubles its size the last two days, 
when It devours the body of its host. 
The full-grown maggot is two-thirds 
to four-fifths of an inch in length. 
In several cases an abundance of its 
cocoons w'ere found in the ground, in­ 
dicating an enormous destruction oi 
white grubs. 
No doubt this wasp is 
an important agent in checking de­ 
structive uprisings of grubs. 
A little tachinir fly is another para­ 
site of the grub. 
The adult is a large 
blacftish-gray 
fly 
with 
a 
genera] 
resemblance to the 
common 
large 
blow' fly. 
.Another parasite is the 
young of a large, slender-bodied, dark 
red ichneumon fly. 
Still another is a 
bee-fly covered with erect yellow' fur. 
Mr. West 
(li« rovered 
Mav-beetles 


dropping to earth trying to rid them­ 
selves of adult flies that were clinging 
to them and apparently thrusting eggs 
into their backs. The effect was tested 
in breeding-cages. 
The 
beetles 
so 
treated lived for som e‘days and then 
began to die, dipterous maggots being 
found in the body. 
These flies w’ere 
also seen among the May-beetles on 
the trees at night. 
Nothing has been done to test the 
possibility of collecting and distribut­ 
ing parasites, other thaii those of con­ 
tagious diseases, and the Ijitter subject 
has not been worked out to final con­ 
clusions. 
So it is seen that the para­ 
sites alone offer a large field for in­ 
vestigation w'ith a view to the destruc­ 
tion of white grubs.
